They were picked up in the Car- 
fbbean Sea approximately 300 
miles north of Colon, Panama, Cap- 
tain George McBride of the Zacapa 
in a brief message to his offices 
here said the Knut Hamsun burned 
and sank Sunday night. A later 
message said the Zacapa had made 
a fruitless 24-hour search for a 
missing lifeboat contining 17 men, 
but without results.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed the new Un- 
ited States tariff bil] last night and 
immediately assumed sole power to 
fix rates on all articles imported in- 
to the United States and to nego- 
tiate reciprocal trade agreements 
with other nations. 

Under the new act the presi- 
dent, for the next three years, has 
authority to increase or decrease 
existing tariffs by 50 per cent 
and to make new agreements with 
ethe> nations in which excessive 
tariffs and other trade restric- 
tions are to be eliminated on a 
reciprocal basis in the expectation 
of reviving United States foreign 
trade.

RECOVERY TALK STRIKES 

Talk of improving times in Canada—es 
elsewhere-—is producing the inevitable results— 
strikes. In the United States the progress of 
the recovery program has been marked by 
outbreaks and tie-ups from coast to coast. In 
Canada there has been no recovery program, 
and so far as the west is concerned little re- 
covery, but plenty of recovery talk. The imme- 
diate reaction is a demand from the employed 
for more pay and from the unemployed for 
more doles. 

Improved times mean a rising cost of liv ring. 
Wage-earners who have been living trom hand 
to mouth on half-pay know that they cannot 
Support their families on their earnings if the 
living cost is to go up. Unemployed men whose 
families have been ekeing out an existence on 
a scale of “economy” allowances know that 
higher prices mean want unless the scale is 
shifted upward. 

The working public, wage-workers, Salary- 
workers and self-employers, are bound to re- 
gard the prospect of recovery with mingled 
hope and fear. Having been “deflated” out of 
their property and their savings and four years 
of normal income, and loaded with interest- 
bearing debt arrears, they are now faced with 
a grim struggle to keep pace with a rising cost 
of living when, if and as the times improve. 

That has always happened in former times 
of depression. And since nothing has been done 
to make the process of recovery from this de- 


pression different, it must happen again. 
In crossing a valley the real struggle is to 
get out of it, not to get into it. This valley of 


depression could have been bridged by money 
policy. That was not done. The nation was 
left go flounder through as it could) Now the 
stragglers, having lost what they had, must 
seramble out as they may—handicapped by the 
usual difficulties of rising prices and lagging 
increase of earnings. 


CANADA IN HOBBLES 


Canada’s two railway systems are to do 
some more “co-operating,” to the extent of 
abandoning 2100 miles of track, cutting out 
competitive train services, using joint termin- 
als, stations and agencies, and “unifying” 
telegraph and express facilities 

Which means that several hundred more 
railwaymen are to be thrown out of work, 


} 


| 
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while the capital charges on the abandoned 
lines and buildings, and the unused equipment, 
will have to be collected from the traffic han- 
dled by the reduced facilities or trom the 
taxpayers. 

From the standpoint of the railway execu- 
tives that apparently is the only way to bring 
the outgo in line with the income. They have 
evidently abandoned hope that any recovery is 
in prospect that would re-establish the railways 
as the going concerns they were five years ago. 

Canadians have long been taught to regard 
the railways as the “barometers” of business. 
The barometers, as they are being read by the 
managements, do not seem to promise any re- 
turn to what were considered normal times 
and conditions in Canada. 


The only inference from this continuous 


| scaling down of railway facilities is that, in the 


judgment of the railway-directors, Canada has 
seen busier times than it is at all likely to see 
for years to come. The public will be slow to 
accept that conclusion, and nobody will hope 
more than the railway managements themselves 
that their judgment is wrong. 

Canada is not “through,” it only seems to be 
because trade is prevented and traffic strangled 
by public policies which prevent trading and 
keep money out of circulation. Once the elec- 
tors are given a chance to. shake off these 
hobbles business will revive, and the raijways 
become again the arteries of commerce they 
were before the hobbies were put on.

Most of them were consolation prizes 
for non-starters. The Irish 
Free State government must 
have made a million out of 
Canada over the Derby sweep 
this year. Hard times and low 
wages only add to the number 
of those who buy chances on 
the sweepstakes. 

One chap who to my 
knowledge has ‘been buying 
tickets on Calcutta and Irish 
sweeps for the past twenty 
years—without, so far as I 
know even drawing a consolation prize—put it 
this way when I suggested that if he'd kept his 
money he'd have been better off. “No, I 
wouldn't,” he said. “I'd have smoked a few 
more packets of cigarettes and added to the 
bonuses of those rich guys in the cigarette busi- 
ness in Canada. And I'd have missed the 
chance of a prize. The chance of winning a 
prize is the only chance in my life of ever get- 
ting a fortune. I'm going to keep on as long as 
I live, if I never win a prize.”

John J. McCarthy, who with Robert Littell 
wrote “Three Hundred Thousand Shacks”—an 
aceount of American tourist camps—has been 
visiting in Ireland and has contributed to June 
Harper’s an interesting account of the inner 
workings of the Irish sweeps. 

He was holidaying in the village of Maghery 
in Donegal—a village of thirty white-washed 
thatched roof cottages, thirty-five miles away 
from the nearest railroad, and found the Irish 
sweeps the all-absorbing topic of conversation. 
Gallagher, who kept the village pub, sent books 
to all parts of the world, while Mary Molloy, 
who had nephews galore on the New York 
police force, had to send “a bale of books” for 
the boys on the force. Every resident had 
legions of relations and friends in Canada, 
United States, India and South Africa who 
needed books of sweepstake tickets. They all 
had relations anxious to visit the old home in 
Donegal if they won a prize. But, alas, from 
all the hundreds of books of sweepstake tickets 
that have gone to friends the world over from 
the residents of Maghery, not one of them has 
ever contained a winning ticket. 

What takes place at Maghery before each 
sweep duplicated in thousands of Irish 
villages and towns. Hundreds of thousands 
of agents are engaged in circulating books of 
chances. They get no money for their services. 
They are rewarded by two free chances for each 
book of twelve tickets/they sell. Ten are sold 
and two go free to the vendor. 
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R. J. Duggan, a former bookmaker, and 
Joseph McGrath, who was Minister of Labor 
in the Cosgrave government, are the promoters 
of Irish Hospitals Ltd. Its drawings are held in 
public under the supervision of the Chief Com- 
missioner of the Irish Free State police. There 
has never been a whisper of scandal over the 
conduct of the Irish sweeps, which claims to be 
the only lottery in the world that issues a fully 
audited statement of its accounts for each draw. 

In each of the foreign sweeps, wholesale for- 
geries are perpetrated by outsiders. In a recent 
Cuban sweep in which more than 3,000,000 
tickets were sold in United States, only 37,000 
are said to have actually entered the raffle and 
had a chance for a prize. The remainder were 
either forgeries or were sold by dishonest agents 
who put the proceeds in their pockets and made 
no accounting to the promoters of the Cuban 
sweep. 

The Irish promoters protect their public by 
serial numbering of tickets and by a printed 
notice on each ticket requesting the purchaser 
to notify the Hospitals Committee if he does 
not receive an acknowledgement from the hea 
office. 


The Irish Free State government, the Irish 
hospitals and the promoters are the principal 
winners in each sweep, the government levy- 
ing taxes and the others taking percentages of 
the money contributed. If three million pounds 
are contributed nearly two millions go back to 
the subscribers. 

If you want to know your percentage of 
chance to win a prize in a typical Irish sweep, 
in the Derby of last year it was approximately 
.00035. That is to say .00035 per cent of the 
ticket-holders won prizes while 99.99965 per 
cent lost. 

The Irish Free State Government taxes the 
hospital monies; it doesn’t tax*the prizes. If 
you're among those who drew a non-starter and 
your prize is $2070, you'll get a cheque for $2070 
without any deduction by the Free State gov- 
ernment. 

In Canada sweepstake winnings are not re- 
garded as income, but the New York porter who 
is advertised as having won $150,000 will prob- 
ably only receive $91,700 by the time the tax- 
collector gets through with him. That was the 
fate of the New York chef who last year was 
heralded as having won $150,000. Uncle Sam 
chipped $58,300 off it. Here in Canada, sweep- 
stake winnings being tainted money, the gov- 
ernment only allows an “informer” to come 
along and claim it all 


The Irish sweeps hen embarrassed the hos- 
pitals with wealth. If we had Canadian sweeps 
for the Canadian hospitals, they would prob- 
ably exceed in magnitude the Irish sweeps, 
| having the United States to draw upon for 
customers. At present the Irish sweeps con- 
stitute Ireland's greatest single industry, em- 
ploying a permanent staff of about 2000—a 
greater payroll than that of any other firm in 
Ireland. 

Irishmen seem so content with the Irish 
sweeps that they are agreed on a policy of let- 
ting well enough alone, an attitude of mind 
which, as McCarthy says, “the Irish have not 
taken on any other question since the days of 
the Druids.”

Now that the summer and fall are coming, 
over a million hay fever patients are looking 
forward with dread to the new-mown hay, or 
rag weed, or golden rod, or any of the pollens 
which seem to cause their attacks to descend 
on them. 

With hay fever the attacks 
are usually seasonable, that is, 
the patient can tell just about 
when they will start. During 
the attack, the nose itches, the 
eyes water and smart, the 
patient sneezes, and is ex- 
tremely restless at night. The 
mucus membranes of the 
nasal passage swell, causing a 
constricted feeling and an ex- 
| cess of mucus is secreted. 
| It should be remembered that a disease of 
his kind is really constiutional and the patient 
| already has a congested mucous membrane

which only needs the invasion of bacteria, or 
the breathing of dust or flower pollen to bring 
on an acute attack because of the congestion 
already there. 

Many kinds of foolish advice are given these 
sufferers for curing their hay fever, but the cure 

| is really very simple and depends entirely on 
dietetic treatment. The first thing to do if you 
| have this disease is to take a short fast to cleanse 
| the blood stream of excess accumulation of 
toxins and relieve the congestion in the mucous 
membranes. Water should be taken copiously 
to drink, and one enema should be used daily 
of one quart of warm water. 

| The congestion in the mucous membranes 
| can be relieved by stimulating the skin by using 
two sponge or shower baths daily, using a rough 
towel afterwards to rub down the body vigor- 
ously until the entire skin surface is glowing. 
This treatment will increase the activity of the 
millions of pores and increase elimination of 
body poisons. You will find that the hay fever

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. A. J. inquires: “Kindly 

explain if it is true that the acid fruits have an 
irritating effect on the bladder. I have a bladder 
weakness and it seems to be worse when I 
| drink orange juice or lemon juice.” 
ANSWER: Those who have cystitis or any 
| bladder irritation will often notice added irri- 
| tation when they take any acid fruits or go on 
| a fast. This is because of the large amount of 
| toxins being eliminated. This increased elim- 
ination is due to the stimulation of the climina- 
tive functions through the use of the acid fruits, 
or through fasting. The acid of the fruit does 
not reach the bladder and really produces an 
alkaline reaction, which is just the opposite of 
acid. Any irritation caused when these fruits 
are used is because of the added elimination of 
toxins.

| ANSWER: When the whites of the eyes be- 
come yellow, it is usually due to a retention of 
bile in the blood. This means that the whole 
system is poisoned and indicates the need for a 
diet which will relieve the encumbered liver 
and gall bladder. Bile should only be in the 
liver, gall bladder and intestines, and should 
not appear in the blood. When it does, it be-

A Day in Conadian History 

On this date, in 1886 fire swept 
the infant town of Vancouver, 
only a few weeks old. When the 
Canadian Pacific was first plan- 


ned its Pacific terminal was locat- 
ed at Port Moody, some distance 
up Burrard Inlet; but that genius 
of transportation, W. C. Van 
Horne, realized that a_ better 


location lay to his hand near the | 


mouth of the inlet, the natural 
harbor of Granville. 

And so Granville became Van- 
couver. A small depot was erect- 
ed, tracks were laid and the great 
terminal was born. There arose a 
number of shacks fronted by side- 
walks on stilts, dangerous to walk 
at any time, but most dangerous 
at night. It was a very primitive 
town, but it had a future. Adven-

turers thronged in seeking oppor- 


tunities; businesses were started 
in tents among the great trees 
that lined the sloping shore; and 
the new town was launched. 
Clearing had to be done quick- 
ly; trees were slaughtered’ and

cut; there remained a lot of slash; 
the weather was hot; 
taken that there should be no fire; 
but fire came all the same, Wheth- 
er due toa carelessly thrown match 
or to embers of a bonfire develop- 
ed into flame by the wind, the 
dreaded fire came. Within a few 
hours there was nothing left but 
a heap of smoking debris while 
flames were sweeping into the 
trees to the south, The latter fire 
was soon controlled.

THE BRITISH DEBT NOTE 

Editor Bulletin: The British 
note is a remarkable document; 
it is educational, humorous, and 
deliberately misleading. The im- 
pression it seeks to convey is that 
the sacrifices of the British people 
since the war are due to the bur- 
den of the American debt, As a 
British-born subject I repudiate 
that misrepresentation. 

It will be noticed that Britain's 
internal debt is just about eight 
times as great as the American 
debt. The latter was acquired as 
a business proposition; the in- 
ternal debt was imposed on the 
British people by a gigantic 


fraud, perpetrated by the British | 


banks with the knowledge of the 
British war-time government. 
This fraud has been exposed by 
two eminent British economists, 
namely, Arthur Kitson, author of 
“A Fraudulent Standard,” and 
Fred Henderson in “Money 
Power,” obtainable at the Public 
Libr 

Section one of the note em- 
phasizes the injustice of the dif- 
ference between the British fund- 
ing settlement, and that accorded 
to other debtors. Let me remind 
your readers that when Mr. Bald- 


win made that settlement he was | 


credited with a brilliant piece of 
work, and shortly afterwards he 
became prime minister. 

After outlining the sacrifices 
made by the British people for 
15 years, the note goes on to say 
this: “Yet in order to restore the 
national credit, in 1931 the people 
of the United Kingdom accepted 
further and heavy increases in 
taxation accompanied by rigorous 
control of expenditure and cuts 
in salaries and allowances of all 


kinds,” 
Our unfortunate fellow coun- 
trymen certainly have suffered 


during the years following the 
war that was to make Britain a 
land fit for heroes to live in; 
wage cuts, layoffs and lengthened 
work hours, are the history of 
post war Britain. But the British 
did not “accept” those sacrifices; 
they were imposed on them, and 
added to in 1931 by the most re- 
actionary government that has 
held power during my lifetime. 
1931 was the year the unem- 
ployment allowance was cut, with 
similar cuts in the civic service 
and the army and navy, but all 
these sacrifices were not made to 
meet the American debt pay- 
ments. As a matter of fact, since 
the National government has heen 
in power, it has only paid one 
instalment and two token pay- 
ments, 
been ground down and forced to 
sacrifice in order that British 
bankers and other British bond- 
holders could get their interest 
on the forty billion dollars of 
internal debt, and they will con- 


The British people have | 


tinue to sacrifice forever, 
then some. 

Arthur Kitson tells us that up 
to 1917 the British people had 
paid for the Napoleonic wars ten 
times over in interest, and the 
principal was still quite healthy 
after 100 years. 

Quite seriously the British note 
points out that after paying over 
two billion dollars, they still owe 
more than they borrowed; but 
the case is far worse with the 
“eternal” debt. For one thing it 
carries a higher rate of interest; 
at four percent they would al- 
ready have paid between twenty 
and thirty billion dollars and they 
still owe the original forty bil- 
lions. 

To compare the British Amer- 
ican debt with the British internal 
debt, is like comparing a trouser 
button to a pair of pants. Some 
day I hope to see a government 
in Great Britain which will settle 
the American debt honorably. 
Justice demands it, and the same 
justice will demand that the 
British internal debt shall be 
settled substantially by repudia- 
tion M. RYDER.

“How to deal with the depression 
js a problem confronting ail coun- 
tries except Russia,” he said, “This 
is because the depression concerns 
the system under which we live. It 
is a system of financial capitalism. 
Some think that we have lived un- 
der this system for hundreds and 
thousands of years. But this is not 
so, The system is not much more 
than 150 years old. It started in 
England and was then adopted by 
Great Britain as a whole. This is 
not the first depression, But it is 
the greatest and the most lasting.” 

Rev. Mr. Connell declared that 
under the existing system, manu- 
facturers produced goods for profit, 
not necessarily for uce. After a 
time markets ceased to exist, con- 
tracted or was seized by another 
country. Then capitalism got into 
difficulties as business could not 
run backwards. 

Menufacturers sold for profit, not 
for use and profits and how to 
make them were causing the in- 
dustrial difficulties. In this con- 


nection he cited an instance—now | 


several years old—where a buyer 
at the Pacific coast bought a crate 
of salmon, packed at Victoria, on 
the Liverpool market and had it 
shipped all the way back to Vic- 
toria for a lower price than he 
could have purchased it at Victoria.

dential school for the instruction of 
Blood Indians at Cardston, when 


interviewed by a Bulletin reporter | 
| ing Goosh up with the theft. 


Wednesday, Canon Middleton, who 
js a past grand master of the Al- 
berta Grand Lodge of Free Mason- 
ry, is attending the annual conven- 
tion of Free Masonry which 
being held in the Masonic Temple 
this week. 

“At present we have 135 boys and | 
girls at the residential school. 
These students are trained in the 
regular ctitriculum subjects of the 
public schools and use the same 
text books, have the. same inspéc- 
tors and write the same examina- 
fions as other school children in 
Alberta. They range from 7-18 
years in age and are trained from! 
Grade 1 to grade 12.” 


AGRICULTURAL TRAINING 

“Besides the regular curriculum 
the boys are trained in agriculture 
and the girls in domestic science. 
Instruction in religion of the An- 
glican church is also given.” 

“The school has 1,200: acres of 
land attached to it which is used 
for farming purposes. The produce 
of the farm is used for consump- 
tion by the school. The Dominion 
government provide..a grant for 
the education of the Indians as; set 
down in the treaty arrangements 
and the Anglican- church make up 
the difference. The school, how- 
ever, is self-supporting to a large 
extent as a result of the farm. The 
school has its own picture show, 
band, and cadet corps. The boys 
won prizes for their cadet work this 


year and the girls have the best St. } 


John’s Ambulance corps in the 
province and the second best in 
Canada this year. The teachers at 
the school are all college graduates 
from various coileges and univer- 
sities in Canada. 


Alberta. It opened in 1880 and has 
been in operation since that time.” 

“What do your students do af- 
ter they leave the school?” he was 
asked. 


GO BACK: TO RESERVE 

“A few go to provincial agricul- 
tural schools, some of the girls train 
for nurses but the majorily go brck 
to the reserve to live. The blood 
reserve is the largest reserve in 
Carteda. It covers 570,000 
miles. 

There are over 9,000 acres in crop 
this year. Many of 
have fine homes, much nicer than 
some white people have. They have 
hardwood floors and modern con- 
veniences. Given the same oppor- 
tunity they will progress just as 
rapidly as the white man. The 
blood Indians are increasing instead 
of decreasing in population and cer. 
tainly are not a dying race.” 

“Do you like working with the 
Indians?” 


JUST AS HUMAN 

“Il wouldn't be superintendent of 
the school if I didn’t like the work. 
I have been there since 1910 and} 
have found the Indians just as hu-}| 
man, just as ambitious to get ahead | 
and just as fine as any white peo- 
ple. I am more of an Indian than 
they are now.”
